'is dead. 
The immediate cause ol 


death was heart trouble, though he 
had been in an .enfeebled condition 
since the recent election, the btrain 
of campaign having affected him se- 
verely. He •went to the south of Franco 
to recuperate, returning to London 
last Saturday. 
Soon, after reaching 


home lie took to his bed. 


Admittedly one of the best infol-med 


men of his time, a. renowned authori- 
ty on all ^ international affairs, Dilke 
•was to have been premier of England. 
This was as generally 
understood, 


they say, a.s if Fate herself had sent 
out the advance notice. Yet without 
warning he fell, from the political 
heights he .had already attained, into 
the mire ajjd darkness of a black do- 
mestic scandal. 


It was the sort of a scandal that 


"Queen Victoria especially 
abhorred 


-and Dilke, though protesting his In- 


) nocence, had to leave the country and 


relinquish unusually 
brilliant pros- 


pects. 
He lived abroad for several 


years.

Sir Charles inherited his baronetcy 


Irom his father, and'won the "Right 
Honorable" which goes before his 
name by his appointment to the privy 
council. 
He was born in. 1843 and 


was graduated from

Cambridge, as senior legalist la I860 
rind in the same year was called to th 
bar. 
Instead of setting down to h 


profession he: determined .to travel an 
proceeded to Canada and to the Unite 
States. Then he continued on his waj 
making a circuit of the globe. , Tli 
result of these Journeyings was th 
publication of "Greater 
Britlan: 


Record of Travel in English Speahin 
Countries During 1SGG-67," a wor 
that had a remarkable sale. 


Sir Charles returned to Britlan fron 


his extended tour of the world, a con 
vinced Republican. In those earl 
years of the seventies he was the ues 
abused man in Great Eritlan, carica 
tured as "Citizen Dilke." The Unite 
States hailed him as the future presi 
dent of England. 


His genera] success and renown wo 


him an election to parliament in 1SG 
and he was at that time the younges 
man who had ever represented a met 


• ropolitan constituency. 
During thes 


earliest years of political activity h 
took a progressive interest in legisla 
lion. 
He caused a bitter outburst o 


anger and indignation by a careful! 
prepared parliamentary speech agains 
the royal establishment in 1872. Whei 
called to account for his radical ten 
dencles he replied that "he made m 
concealment of the fact that he wa 
a Republican." 
The Tory journal 


incited the mobs to break up his meet 
ings, and at Bolton one man was killei 
by the furious Royalists. 


Sir Charles retained his Hepublicai 


leanings to the end, though age die 
much to mellow, his activity. 


Despite, his radical tendencies, hi

Subsequently he 


was a member of several royal com- 
missions. 
His first wife, died in 1874 


and in 1885 Sir Carles married the 
widow of Mark ,'Pattison," rector o 
Lincoln collge, Oxford. It was during 
their engagement that the scandal re- 
sulting In the seperation of Donald 
Crawford and his wife occurred. Mrs. 
Pallison remained loyal to Sir Charier 
throughout this trouble and accom- 
panied him abroad.
